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Glee  Club  To  Present 
Handel's  "Messiah"  Tonight 


Handel's  "Messiah"  will  be  presented 
at  the  F.S.C.  auditorium  on  Thursday, 
December  16,  at  8:30  in  the  evening, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Kent.  Three 
of  the  soloists  who  will  be  taking  part 
in  the  performance  come  from  Boston; 
and  they  are  Miss  Jean  Lunn,  soprano: 
Miss  Mariam  Boyer,  alto;  and  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Darrow,  bass.  The  fourth  soloist. 
Mr.  Louis  Celano,  tenor,  is  a  member 
of  the  faculty  here  at  F.S.C. 

Dr.  Kent  intends  to  introduce,  as 
one  of  the  orchestral  instruments,  the 
college's  newly  acquired  harpsichord. 
He  noted  that  the  harpsichord  was  a 
typical  instrument  in  the  Baroque  mu- 
sic of  the  period.  In  keeping  with  the 
attitude  of  adhering  as  closely  as  is 
feasible  to  the  original  score,  Dr.  Kent 
is  using  a  modest  size  of  orchestra  and 
chorus.  The  orchestra,  consisting  of 
15  instruments,  will  include  F.S.C.  stu- 
dents along  with  local  musicians.  The 
chorus  will  be  made  up  entirely  of  the 
F.S.C.  Glee  Club. 

The     "Messiah"     consists     of     three 


parts:  first,  the  Prophecy  and  the  Com- 
ing of  the  Messiah  —  often  called  the 
Christmas  section;  second,  the  Suffer- 
ing of  Christ:  and  third,  the  expression 
of  Hope  and  Faith.  Though  the  theme 
of  the  "Messiah"  has  religious  signifi- 
cance, this  oratorio  is  being  presented 
as  a  work  of  art  and  not  just  a  religi- 
ous experience. 

The  presentation  this  year  will  in- 
clude only  selections  from  the  "Mes- 
siah," not  the  score  in  its  entirety.  In- 
cluded in  the  selections  to  be  presented 
will  be  the  famous  Hallelujah  Chorus, 
that  comes  at  the  end  of  the  third  part. 
An  interesting  historical  note  concern- 
ing this  chorus  is  that  when  it  was  pre- 
sented in  England  for  King  James,  he 
stood  up  at  the  commencing  of  this 
chorus.  As  protocol  then  dictated, 
everyone  in  attendance  was  obliged  to 
stand.  It  has  become  traditional  since 
then  for  the  audience  to  stand  during 
the  presentation  of  the  Hallelujah 
Chorus. 


Senator  Kennedy  Visits  F.S.C. 


Fitchburg  State  College  was  indeed 
fortunate  last  Friday  when  U.  S.  Sena- 
tor from  Massachusetts,  Edward  M. 
Kennedy,  addressed  an  audience  of  well 
over  one  thousand  students  and  faculty 
members  in  a  special  assembly  in  our 
auditorium. 

Before  his  address,  Senator  Kennedy 
had  tea  with  members  of  the  adminis- 
tration and  college  leaders.  President 
Hammond,    with    a    glowing    tribute    to 


the   junior   senator,   introduced   him    to 
the  enthusiastic  audience. 

With  the  use  of  a  map  of  Southeast 
Asia,  Senator  Kennedy  elaborated  on 
the  United  States'  position  in  Viet  Nam. 
Concerning  the  freedom  of  some  four- 
teen million  people  nine-thousand  miles 
from  our  shores  he  said.  "We  are  not 
prepared  to  see  fourteen  million  South 
Vietnamese  committed  to  a  policy  of 
Communism.  We  are  there  to  help,  and 
I  feel  we  are  making  rapid  strides  in 
that  direction."  He  then  added  that  the 
"North  Vietnamese  no  doubt  feel  we 
will  tire  of  this  and  eventually  will  seek 
to  retract  our  forces.  We  have  a  chal- 
lenge to  meet  and  we  are  meeting  it. 

Although    pressed    for    time,    Senator 
Kennedy    answered    several    questions 
concerning    the    Vietnamese    situation 
Short  though  his  visit  was.  it  was  truly 
rewarding.

SOCIAL   SECURTIY 
FOR   STUDENTS 

The  1965  social  security  amendments 
made  many  changes  in  the  social  se- 
curity program,  one  of  which  is  the 
payment  of  benefits  to  a  child  of  a  re- 
tired, disabled,  or  deceased  worker  up 
to  22  if  he  is  a  full-time  student.  James 
P.  McNamara.  social  security  district 
manager   in   Fitchburg,   reported   today. 

Benefits  can  be  paid  for  a  vacation 
period  of  up  to  four  months  if  the  child 
intends  to  continue  in  school  after  the 
vacation,  Mr.   McNamara  added. 

If  benefits  were  stopped  because  the 
child  became  18,  he  may  have  benefits 
started  again  by  filing  a  new  applica- 
tion, provided  that  he  is  a  full-time  stu- 
dent and  has  not  been  married.  If  the 
child  is  over  18  when  one  of  his  parents 
becomes  entitled  to  benefits  or  dies,  but 
not  yet  22,  he  may  now  be  eligible  for 
social  security  benefits  beginning  as 
early  as  January  1965. 

A  child  who  is  receiving  social  securi- 
ty benefits  and  is  not  yet  18  should  get 
in  touch  with  the  social  security  office 
a  few  months  before  his  18th  birthday, 
if  he  is  a  full-time  student,  to  see  about 
having  his  benefits  continued,  Mr.  Mc- 
Namara said.

Who's  Who  Among  Students  in 
American  Universities  and  Colleges  was 
created  in  1934  with  the  idea  that  there 
should  be  one  national  basis  of  recog- 
nition for  college  students  that  would 
be  democratic  and  devoid  of  dues,  initi- 
ation fees,  or  other  costs  to  the  student. 

Recognition  by  this  organization 
means  that  the  student  was  first  offi- 
cially recommended  by  the  university 
or  college  he  attends  and  then  accepted 
by  the  organization.  Names  of  college 
juniors,  seniors,  and  graduate  students 
from  four-year  degree-gTanting  institu- 
tions may  be  submitted  annually.  Selec- 
tion of  nominees  is  conducted  by  camp- 
us committees  usually  involving  stu- 
dent-f aculty-adm  i  n  i  s  t  r  a  t  i  v  e  participa- 
tion. Nominees  must  be  signed  by  a 
member  of  the  faculty,  administration, 
or  other  designated  staff  member  to 
verify  nominations.  The  student's  schol- 
arship,  leadership,   cooperation  in  edu- 


cational and  extracurricular  activities, 
his  general  citizenship  and  promise  of 
future  usefulness  are  considered  by  the 
nominating  committee. 

There  is  no  competition  among  in- 
stitutions, since  their  programs  differ 
too  much  to  make  accurate  compari- 
sons. Each  university  and  college  is  as- 
signed a  quota  large  enough  to  have  a 
well-rounded  representation  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  small  enough  to  confine 
nominations  to  the  exceptional  stu- 
dents, and  it  is  based  on  current  enroll- 
ment. Students  recognized  by  Who's 
Who  are  directly  notified  and  are  re- 
quired to  submit  their  own  biographical 
material.  Each  new  edition  is  published 
during  the  summer  following  the  year's 
announcements. 

Who's  Whd  also  supplies  assistance 
to  the  student  in  making  employment 
contacts  and  supplying  other  recom- 
mendations he  may  need.

She  shrieked:  she  cried,  she  stomped 
her  feet  —  but  she  didn't  get  her  man. 
Pouty  Natalie  Stepanouna  (Patricia 
Curnyn)  fought  to  the  end  with  her 
not-so-beloved  suitor,  Ivan  (Brian  Geli- 
neau )  Thursday  evening,  December  2, 
in  "A  Marriage  Proposal,"  by  Anton 
Tchekov.  This  was  one  of  three  plays 
presented  by  the  Drama  Club  of  F.S.C. 

The  play,  produced  by  Richard  Lad- 
ley,  was  short  and  amusing,  with  three 
vibrant  characters  screaming  and 
stomping  their  way  across  the  stage. 


Freshman  Patricia  Curnyn  did  an 
excellent  job  of  portraying  a  spoiled, 
cry-babyish,  little  brat.  Her  temper  tan- 
trums, which  seemed  to  be  an  habitual 
occurrence,  rocked  the  audience  with 
laughter. 

Her  mother  wasn't  much  better  at 
holding  in  her  emotions  over  petty 
squabbles  about  land  and  which  family 
had  the  better  dog.  Easily  flustered 
Madame  Tschubukov  (Lorraine  Bro- 
deur )  almost  reached  the  same  farcical 
temper  as  her  daughter. 

The  hypochondriacal  suitor,  Brian 
Gelineau,  seemed  to  be  a  bit  too  neu- 
rotic in  places,  swooning  and  grumb- 
ling more  to  himself  than  to  the  au- 
dience. His  palpitations  of  the  heart 
seemed  to  be  of  more  concern  to  him 
than  either  his  proposal  or  his  argu- 
ments with  the  two  ladies.  The  three 
seemed  well  chosen  for  their  parts  and 
put  all  the  talent  they  had  (a  goodly 
amount)  into  their  respective  roles. 


From  the  farcical  humor  of  the  first, 
the  second  play  led  the  audience  into 
the  depressing  atmosphere  of  the  prison 
cell,  where  a  derelict  on  trial  for  his 
life  is  defended  by  a  "has-been"  lawyer 
who  really  "never  was."  "Dock  Brief," 
by  John  Mortimer  and  produced  by 
Frederick  Wright,  presented  the  excel- 
lent talent  of  Jeffrey  Williams  (as 
Fowle,  the  prisoner)  and  Bruce  Becker 
as  Morgenhall.  the  lawyer).  The  effemi- 
nate Morgenhall  shows  himself  to  be  an 
all-time  loser  in  life.  Bragging  of  his 
classical  education  and  his  superior 
knowledge  of  law,  he  lets  the  audience 
see  underneath  a  lonely  old  man  who 
never  had  a  court  case  and  who  is  too 


timid  to  even  fight  for  Fowle.  The  un- 
intelligent Fowle,  on  the  other  hand, 
makes  the  best  of  whatever  predica- 
ment he  happens  to  be  in  and  expects 
nothing  from  life.  Instead  of  worrying 
about  his  trial,  he  tries  to  help  Mor- 
ganhall   regain   his    self-confidence. 

The  play  delves  deeply  into  the  per- 
sonality of  the  two  men,  and  even 
though  it  seemed  drawn  out  in  places, 
it  proved  to  be  very  well  presented  by 
the  two  talents. 

The  last  play  took  the  audience  into 
a  firsthand  adventure  with  a  modern 
version  of  the  Biblical  Jonah.  "It  Should 
Happen  to  a  Dog,"  by  Wolf  Mankowitz 
and  produced  by  Johanne  Gill,  succeed- 
ed in  capturing  the  audience's  attention 
completely.  The  whimsical  little  piece 
called  on  the  audience  to  participate 
almost  in  the  action  as  Jonah  (Howard 
Sherman)   bounced  onto  the   stage  and 


sat  on  the  edge,  telling  his  story.  The 
play  consisted  of  four  scenes  in  the 
trials  of  the  Biblical  Jonah.  The  first 
two,  the  meeting  of  a  stranger  (Cor- 
rine  Santerre)  with  a  sailor  (Richard 
Ladley),  only  served  to  prepare  for  the 
complete  humor  of  the  last  two.  In  the 
third  scene,  as  he  was  sitting  before 
the  King  (Frederick  Paradise),  Jonah 
pulled  out  a  telegram  from  the  Lord. 
The  audience  just  couldn't  contain  it- 
self. In  the  fourth  scene,  when  an  angel 
appeared,  Jonah  just  looked  at  the  au- 
dience and  shrugged  his  shoulders.  Af- 
ter he  found  that  he  has  been  tricked 
by  God  and  that  Nineveh  had  not  been 
destroyed,  the  angel  (Rebecca  Sigall) 
wheeled  Jonah  off  the  stage  as  he  ex- 
claimed, "It  should  happen  to  a  dog." 
Congratulations  to  Howard  Sherman, 
who  completed  the  trilogy  of  plays  with 
a  fascinating  presentation.

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BASKETBALL, 
NOW   AND   THEN 

As  the  season  of  cold  weather  and 
heavy  snows  approaches,  intramural 
sports  at  most  colleges  across  the  coun- 
try are  forced  to  focus  their  activity 
within  the  confines  of  an  enclosed  gym 
that  is  both  sheltered  and  warm.  Na- 
turally, basketball  is  the  inevitable  first 
choice.  Although  it  is  now  the  most 
popular  of  all  American  group  sports 
contests,  it  was  not  always  so. 

James  Naismith,  of  Springfield  Col- 
lege, Mass.  (and  affiliated  with  the 
city's  Y.  M.  C.  A.),  was  desperately 
trying  to  fill  the  need  for  an  active  in- 
door game  to  bridge  the  period  between 
the  fall  sports  and  those  of  spring. 

He  spent  weeks  at  a  drafting  board 
trying  to  think  of  a  new  game  for  the 
college  intramural  program.  He  got 
the  idea  of  putting  a  "ball  in  a  basket" 
from  discarding  papers  in  a  waste  bas- 
ket. It  was  as  simple  as  that.  Of 
course,  the  game  as  he  invented  it  in 
1891  was  a  far  cry  from  the  game  we 
know  today. 

In  the  beginning  there  were  no  back- 
boards, and  the  ball  was  thrown  (once 
in  a  while )  in  a  small  fruit  basket  on 
a  pcle.  In  fact  it  was  some  years  before 
they  thought  of  putting  a  hole  in  the 
basket.  After  each  "hoop'  a  stepladder 
had  to  be  brought  out  to  replay  the  ball. 

As  years  went  by.  rules  and  proce- 
dures changed:  backboards  and  nets 
were  added,  the  center-jump  rule  after 
each  hoop  was  waived,  and  the  game 
grew  enormously  in  national  popularity. 

Up  until  the  1950s,  defensive  play- 
ing was  the  most  important  part  of  the 
game.  Scores  rarely  exceeded  30  or  35 
points.  In  1951.  St.  Michael's,  of  North- 
ampton, registered  the  lowest  modern 
score  in  basketball  history,  with  a  2-0 
win  over  arch-town  rival.  Smith's 
School.  Impossible?  Sit  down  and  have 
a  heart-to-heart  talk  about  the  "good 
ole  days"  with   "your  ole  man."
